JURORS VOTE EIGHT TO

Hopelessly at variance, with eight for conviction and four for

Ferd Warner of the Second Ward, charged with bribery in 


the Ascher garage bill case, was discharged by Judge Muench at 
11:30 a. m. Friday. The line-up of the jurors became apparent 
when the first ballot was taken Thursday evening, and it was not 
altered during the morning’s balloting. 

Circuit Attorney Sager asked at once that the case be reset 
for April 7, but Warner’s lawyers objected, on the ground that 
they would be busy, and Judge Muench reset it indefinitely for 


the April term. 
Small Number Hears Verdict. 

A dozen delegates, a sprinkling of Four 
Courts employes and the usual court 
spectators made up the small number 
present when the result became known. 
Delegates Warner and Priesmeyer and 
their lawyers walked from the room in 
silence. 

The dismissal of the jury followed its 
second report during the morning. It 
was out since 10 p. m. Thursday, sleep- 
ing four hours. At 10:45 a, m. Charles 
J. Kestuba, the foreman, announced 
that the jurors stood $ te 4 and that 

seemed mie possibility ef an agree- 
ment, but Judge Muench sent them 
back for ‘further consultation. 

The jurors. sed to give the names 
ef those for ittal or coriviction. 

Kostuba, speaking for the entire jury, 
eaid: “I cannet even tell whether the 
eight stood for conviction or acquittal. 
We have agreed to give out nothing 

about our deliberations in the jury 
room.” 

Other jurors referred questioners to 
Mr. Kostuba. The charge against War- 
ner was that, on the night of Oct. 18 
last, he accepted $500 as a bribe from 
Henry Ascher, after an agreement with 
Ascher that if this amount was paid, 
a bill authorizing Ascher to build a

“IT have had occasion to say before,’’ 
said Mr. Sager, near the close of his 
speech, “that when I want to catch a 
rat I set a trap. And there never was 
@ rat that would go after a piece of 
fresh American cheese any quicker 
than some of these fellows in the House 
of Delegates will go after a $10 bill.’ 

Mr. Sager denounced “Cap’’ Troll and 
“Red” Brennan in the bitterest terms. 
He had paid Connett a compliment for 
his werk in this case, and said that 
if he could have the co-operation of 
half a dozen men like Connett his du- 
ties would be rendered much easier. 

“The fellows that this defendant 
brought in here. to testify for him look 
to me like a mighty tough gang,” said 
Sager. “I don’t want to include Wil- 
liam J. Brennan in this gang, however, 
for he presented a clean, decent ap- 
pearance. But this man ‘Red’ Brennan 
and Cap Troll look to me as if they 
were members of a gang.’

MEXICO CITY, Mexico, March 27.— 
The town of Chilapa, in the State of 
Guerrero, was destroyed by an earth- 
quake last night. 

Following the shock, the ruins took 
fire, and the whole city is burning.

Chilapa was a city of 15,000 inhab- 
itants. 

The destroyed town lies about 115 miles 
south of Mexico City. It was the reat

MILLION-DOLLAR 
BANK THEFT: {8 
LAID 10 2 MEN 


Pittsburg Examiner Has Infor- 
mation Issued Ayainst 
Teller and Auditor. 











PITTSBURG, Pa., March 27.—A sensa- 
tion was caused here today when Bank 
Examiner W. L. Folds made a third 
information against Henry Rieber, pay- 
ing teller, and John Young, auditor of 
the Farmers’ Deposit National Bank, 
charging them with misapplying funds 
of the bank amounting to $1,106,000. 

The previous amounts named were $85, - 
000 and $300,000. 

Rieber and Young are in the County 
Jail, where they were placed follow- 
ing their arrest last Monday night. They 
are held in $25,000 bail. 

Other Charges Likely. 

Accordiag to a persistent rumor, in- 
formations against business men in 
Pittsburg and other cities are likely to 
be made in connection with the matter 
within the next 24 hours. | 

The informations today were filed 
shortly after noon with United States 
Commissioner William T. Lindsay. The 
examination and audit or the books of 
the bank have been practically com- 
pleted, and it is believed that the in- 
formations teday will cover the entire 
shortage within the statutes.

In cases of embezzlement the statute 
of limitations applies after three years.

go back further than to March 10, 1906. 

Detectives Investigating. 

Just what Rieber and Young did with 
the money they are alleged to have 
stolen is a matter of conjecture, Lo- 
cal brokerage concerns say they have 
not had business dealings with the two 
men and detectives ‘are now making an 
effort to ascertain where Rieber spent 


Rieber is a middle-aged man. who 
has been with the bank for 82 years. 
He has lived modestly in a little home 
in the East End here and was promi- 
nent in church circles. It is not be- 
lieved that the losses the bank has 
sustained will affect it in any way, as 
it is one of thé strongest banking in- 
stitutions in the city. Its Capital stock 
is $6,000,000 and its surplus and undl- 
vided profits are nearly $8,000,000.

H. Kennan of Mexico, Mo., former Ad- 
jutant-General of the- State, committed 
suicide by hanging this morning in his 
quarters in the State Hospital for the 
Insane, No. 4. 

The patient tied a towel about his 
neck, attached it to a water pipe near 
the ceiling, mounted a chair and then 
kicked it from under him, strangling 
to death.

in Democratic circles. He formerly was 
a member of the House of Represent- 
atives from Audrain County. 

Tried Suicide Before. 

The night guard visited Mr. Kennan 
in his room about 5:30 a. m. and was 
told that he wished to sleep a little 
longer. When he did not appear for 
breakfast the attendant returned to Mr. 
Kennan’s room’ and found that he had 
ended his life. 

Mr. Kennan tried to commit suicide 
in Mexico several years ago by hang- 
ing himself in his stable, but his wife 
saved his life by cutting the rope. 

The body will be taken to Mexico 
Saturday night and tne funeral will 
take place from the Baptist Church 
there at 2:30 p. m. Sunday. State offi- 
clals and politicians will attend the 
ceremonies. 

Original Folk Man. 

Mr. Kennan had been secretary of the 
Confederate Home Association of Hig- 
ginsville and was one of the leaders of 
the State bar. When he-served in the 
General Assembly in 1885 he was known 
for his speeches. He was one of the 
original Folk supporters. His iliness, 
which caused him to ve sent to the asy- 
lum, developed only in the last year. 
Mrs. Kennan is a daughter of for- 
mer Attorney-General McIntire of Mex- 


ico. Mr. Kennan leaves a son.

ROOSEVELT AND DIEKMA 
LOSE TEMPERS AND SHAKE 
FISTS AT ONE ANOTHER 


President Thought Committee In- 
vestigating Wilfley Charges 


Was Going Too Far. 
WASHINGTON, March 27.—President 
Roosevelt and Representative Diekma 
of Michigan are said to have shaken 
fists at each other during an argument 
over the case of Judge Il. R. Wilfley 
of St. Louis, now Judge of the Amert- 
can court at Shanghai. Charges were 
preferred against Wilfley, and the Ju- 
diciary Committee of the House, of 
which Diekma is a member, was in- 
structed by the House to investigate. 
While the committee was sifting the 
case the President issued a letter ex-

STOCKHOLDERS IN TENNENT 
SHOE COMPANY LOSE, SUIT 


Federal Court of Appeals Holds 
They. Purchased Stock With 
Eyes Open. 

Holders of stock in the defunct Ten- 
nent Shoe Co. are not entitled to re- 
cover the money which they paid for 
the stock, even though it be true that 
the company was insolvent at the time 
they purchased the stock, says’ the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals

months. Only three weeks ago Deteo- 
tive Elliott, says, the home of a cit7 
official in Rochester was wrecked with 
an explosive after the official had re- 
ceived a “Black Hand” letter demanding 
$500. The home was that of Francisco 
Di Maria, 27 Hartford street. 

The man who was murdered after re- 
fusing to give up $500 as commanded to 
do was Alexander Caruso, a Wealthy 
merchant of Rochester. He was found 
lying on the street near his home on 
the night of Sept. 7, with his throat cut 
from ear to ear. 

Caught Girl’s Kidnaper. 

At 6:30 a. m., July 22, Philomeno, 14- 
vear-old daughter of Michel Di Ponzio, a 
wealthy retired merchant, was kidnaped 
while on her way from her home to 
a grocery.

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BRYAN’S ATTACK UPON JOHNSON. # 

In politics of the higher order, even. when the 
fiercest contests prevail, it is not customary for 
rival candidates to assail each other. Vitupera- 
tion is left to others and there have been few cam- 
paigns at the end of which the two principals 
cculd not have met each other with self-respect 
and courtesy. 

If the proprieties are thus scruplously observed 
by men highly antagonistic and owing allegiance 
to different parties it would seem to be possible 
and desirable that men belonging to the same po- 
litical household should carry themselves quite 
as circumspectly. To impugn a rival’s honor or 
te question his motives ought to be an impossi- 
bility. 

Mr. Bryan’s recognition of the presidential aspi- 
rations of Gov. Johnson has been confined to a 
“warning” in his newspaper that money is being 
used among Democrats in certain states of the 
Mississippi Valley to thwart the will of the people 
—the will of the people in this case being the re- 
romination of Mr. Bryan at Denver. 

Without a particle of proof and with no reason 
whatever for so much as a suspicion of wrong- 
doing, Gov. Johnson and his supporters are thus 
stigmatized in advance of the convention as mere 
mercenaries by the one man whose attempt to 
monopolize the presidential honors of his party 
they have assailed. 

It would appear that every consideration of hon- 
or, fair play and party loyalty would protest 
against slander of this description. What can be 
ite motive unless its author hopes, in the event of 
his own defeat at Denver, to prepare the ground 
for another silent bolt like that which he ordained 
egainst Judge Parker in 1904? 

Much trickery is resorted to and assented to 
im politics, but within certain Hnes there is a keen 
sense of honor among our public men. Politicians 
who do not keep their word are destroyed. Poli- 
t:clans who do not obey popular instructions are 
soon lost to sight. Politicians who carry their 
fights beyond the conventions do not prosper 
thereafter. Politicians to be successful must abide 
by the decisions of their party; they must be 
“regular,” and they must act in good faith. 

Is Mr. Bryan’s position in his party and before 
the country so unique that he is absolved from 
ell these restraints, and is he at liberty, when his 
supremacy is questioned in any quarter, to brand 
a rival as a corruptionist, who, if so, should be 
defeated at all hazards? , 

Mr. Bryan’s personal character is good, but it is 
no better than Gov. Johnson’s. Gov. Johnson has 
been through the fire of important public office. 
Mr. Bryan has not enjoyed that distinction. Gov. 
Johnson is held in higher esteem today by men 
of all parties than he was a year ago, two years 
ago or four years. He has stood the test. No 
test has yet been applied to Mr. Bryan except that 
of the polls, where the results were far frém satis- 
factory. 

If Mr. Bryan believes that Gov. Johnson is mere- 
ly the creature of bribe givers he cannot support 
him if nominated. If he can prove what he says 
no other Democrat can support him. Whether he 
believes it or not and whether he proves it or not, 
he has already placed himself beyond the realm of 
honorable rivalry and he has fixed in the minds of 
his thick-and-thin followers prejudices which can- 
not be easily removed. 

What was never reasoned into a man’s head can 
never be reasoned out of it. No one is cleverer 
ir action upon this fruism than Mr. Bryan him- 
self. No one has gained more by adhering to the 
icea that a prejudice is often more active than a 
principle. He has done what he could ‘to preju- 

tee the case of an honorable man, a faithful 
Democrat and a great Governor, whose only of- 
fense, it must be held, is that he and his friends 
have ventured to favor a change of leadership in 
the party. 

No other political organization was ever man- 
aged on these lines. The unhappy experience of 
the Democrats with a policy so vicious and de- 
moralizing {s likely to endure as a frightful ex- 
ample to the end of time. 
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OPEN DEATH TRAPS ON THE STREETS. 

Nothing short of doing away with the grade 
crossings altogether can materially reduce the 
danger from that cause in St. Louis, but the 
purpose of Chief Creecy and Street Commissioner 
lravilla to compel the railroads to comply with 
the ordinance and provide gates and watchmen 
at crossings is worth pushing vigorously, both 
for its own sake and as a means to the larger 
end. 

This will illustrate and further emphasize the 
extent of the deadly danger. For example, 12 
unprotected grade crossings are shown to exist 
in 20 blocks. Thousands of people are daily com- 
pelled to cross unprotected and unguarded tracks 
over which hundreds of trains must pass, and 
switching is going on constantly. Some of the 
busiest thoroughfares in the city lead into open 
deathtraps. 

The only conclusive answer to these conditions 
is an imperative demand for abolishment of the 
crossings. When the conditions become suffi- 
ciently feared the demand will be made in such 
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‘a manner that public servants, of whatever char- 


acter, will feel bound to enforce it upon the rail- 
roads. The way is open legally. The roads are 
at the mercy of the city. It remains only for the 
people to command their servants—to make an 
iesue of the grace crossings. 

Meanwhile, if possible, the utmost letter of the 
lw should be exacted of the roads with respect 
tc gates and guards. Such exaction, which in- 
volves heavy expense: to the roads, should tend 
to reduce their opposition to the ultimate pur- 
pose. 
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The Honorable “Fingy” Conner’s statement 
that Mr. Bryan has been “hornswoggled” in 
New York is hotly denied by the Honorable 
Charles F. Murphy of Tammany, who objects to 
the word as not meeting the case at all. It is 
little disagreements of this kind in the Demo- 
cratic ranks that give the Republicans the itm- 
pression in most places that one of their nomi- 
nations is equivalent to ar election.

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COUNCIL WILL 
RECONSIDER Tit 
BAKERIES. BILL 


Sikes Is Angered by Report 
That Council, Considers It 
“Class Legislation.” 








The bill for the regulation of bakeries,’ 
the condition of which was exposed in 
the Pest-Dispatch recently, will come up 
for another public hearing next Tues- 
day at 3:30 o'clock by the Legislative 
Committee of the City Council. The 
committee is not satisfied with the evi- 
dence adduced at the last hearing, which 


was all against the passage ef the bill, 
the main objection being to the clause 
which compelled the working bakers: to 
be examined for their health by the 
Board of Health. 

It was alleged at the last public hear- 
ing on the bill that the clause compell- 
ing an examination lof bakers was in the 
nature of class legislation. 

This will be disproved by opinions 
from the highest legal authority, and 
the necessity of the clause clearly 
proved. 

The committee in whose hands the 
bill now is is composed of H. A, Fitz- 
simmons, chairman; F. Ernest Cramer 
and Albert Bond Lambert. 

Sikes Discusses His Bill. 

“The proposed rejection of this bill by 
the City Council I regard as a great in- 
justice to the public,”’ said Inspector 


Sikes te a reporter fer the Post-Dis- | 


patch. 

“Probably the mest important clause 
in the whole bill is that relating to the 
inspection of the health of bakers. Why 
should not bakers who make one of the 
principal articles of food be made to 
keep in good health and clean as bar- 
bers? There aye many consumptives 
among bakers, and I have had an uphill 
fight against them ever since I have 
been in this work. Can anyone imagine 
a greater menace to the public health 
than to have a baker with consumption 
working in the dough that goes into the 
bread oases by the ye ct 


“When yer ee bill - ong up they 
claimed that it was class legisiation, 
but the Appellate Court ruled anything 
that was necessary to the public health 
or against a trade for the public policy 
could not be class legislation. The bakers 
put up the false argument that ff they 
should be examined as to the condition 
of their health then grocers, butchers 
and everyone who handled footistuffs 
should be examined. ! 

“The answer to that is clear. Any per- 
son patronizing grocers and butchers 
can go into their shops and see for 
themselves whether the person who 
serves him has consumption and refuse 
to patronize him. This ts not the case 
with men who work in dough in under- 
ground and filthy bakeries. But the ab 
battoirs and small slaughter houses ara 
rigidly inspected both by the Govern- 
ment and the State. There are many 
trades which have to undergo inspec- 
tion. Feathers and other articles of 
wearing apparel must bear tags to show 
that they have been produced under 
sanitary conditions. 

“The men who are fighting the bakery 
ordinance say that cats are necessary 
in bakeries to keep down the rats. If 
the bakeries were bullt in a proper 
manuer there would be no rats. No 
bakery should be permitted to operate 
that is not constructed with concrete 
flocrs and rat-proof walls. Rats in a 
bakeshop are as much of a menace af 
a consumptive baker. 

“Bill Absolutely Necessary.”

Market Essentially a Weather One, 
Prices Ruling Weak but 
Nervous. 








REPORTS ARE CONFLICTING 





Corn Dull and Easier-—Cash Mar- 
kets Rule Weak and 
Lower. 





A dull, heavy tone pervaded the lo- 
cal wheat market Friday, fluctuations 
following a sharply lower opening be- 
ing narrow, and the close weak at de- 
clines of 4%@ic for the day. 

Argentine shipments of wheat were 
6,248,000 bu, against 6,252,000 bu last 
week and 3,504,000 bu a year ago. The 
visible supply of wheat in Argentine 
is 6176000 bu against 6,624,000 bu last 
week and 3,352,000 bu a year ago. The 
Argentine wheat market is firm with 
a good demand. Arrivals from the 
interior are slightly smaller with the 
eee tlen tin satisfactory. Heavy rains 
in Argentine have helped preparations 
for the new crop there. 

The weather was again the domin- 
ant factor in the market and a very 
weak opening at this point was caused 
by reports. of scattered moisture in 
Kansas and the Southwest and indica- 
tions of more. Liverpool cables were 
unresponsive, closing unchanged to 
ed lower and the iarge exports from 
Argentine also encouraged the weak- 
ness. Opening prices were about \%c 
lower, but the market early in the day 
acted very stubborn at the break, and 
prices got but a very little distance 
from the initial levels. Receipts in 
the Northwest were again very light, 
and several blizzards were reported in 
parts of the Dakotas. It was essen- 
tlally a weather market, however, 
and considerable hesitation among the 
operators was caused by the uncertain 
conditions. Several reports had it 
that the rains that fell were insuffic- 
ient, but the situation was generally 


| sized up as favorable for the crop in 


this market and traders here were 
backed up in that opinion by the 
Modern Miller crop outlook.

If Mrs. Clara. Meyer hadn’t talked 
so much she probably would not now 
be a prisoner in the Matron’s Deten- 
tion Room at Police Headquarters. Her 
presence there is due to her eager- 
ness to proclaim her undying love for 
James Mallen, with whom she eloped 
to St. Louis. Edward Meyer of Mil- 
waukée, her husband, had them arrest- 
ed here. 

Meyer intercepted letters from Mal- 
len, who was in Streator, Ill., to Mrs. 
Meyer, telling of the plan of elope- 
ment, and he took a fast train and 
beat the pair here. 

At the Union Station Meyer told Pa- 
trolman Biggio he wanted the couple ar- 
rested as they left the train. 

Takes Pair to Central. 

Biggio was in doubt,as to his author- 
ity. There would be no evidence of 
wrongdoing in Missouri, and Meyer had 
no proof of his identity or his wife’s. 
But Biggio consented to take the couple 
to the Central Station and let Lieut. 
Hess talk to them, 

Mallen, told Hess a satisfactory story.

He has gradually improved, and a few 
days’ ago was removed from the ob- 
servation ward to the medical ward, 
and Friday was sent home. 

The doctors aay the shock to his nerv- 
ous system had the opposite effect from 
what they thought it would have, and 
that his recovery is due to the attend- 
ant’s thoughtless remark.
